Community Tree 
Planting Projects 

Community tree-planting pro- 
jects are organized in a variety of planting, 
forms And for various purposes, 

.says. Superintendent John Walker, 
of the Forest Nursery Station, In¬ 
dian Head, Sask. 

More and more, he says, farmers 
are working together and with 
local authorities for plantings to 
protect roads from snow accumu¬ 
lation. 

Other groups are working co¬ 
operatively to give impetus to 
planting field shelterbelts for pro¬ 
tecting fields against soil erosion 
and wind influence. 

Some groups have considered 
purchase of tree-planting machin¬ 
es and municipal officials often 
interest themselves in such pro¬ 
jects. 

Single rows of Caragana most 
often constitute this type of plant¬ 
ing. 

A newer development is the or¬ 
ganization of young people into 
Farm and Home Improvement 
Clubs and . Tree I’lanting Clubs. 

The aim of these organizations is 
promotion of tree planting around 
farm homes, etc., through a pro¬ 
gram of definite action through a 
period of years. 

l..ocal groups also organize for 
tree planting near dams or other 
community developments. Most 
community dams stand to benefit 
from substantial tree planting 
near them.

The West 
Was Young

I graduated from the Ontario 
A|{ricultural College in ltK)6 and 
went to Calgary at once aii West¬ 
ern Editor of The Fariiter's Advo¬ 
cate, one of our oldest agricultur¬ 
al publications. Calgary was then 
a boom cow town, now “it's a 
right smart city" as our vAmerican 
friends would say. I have lived in 
Vancouver, Winnipeg, Calgary, Ot¬ 
tawa and Cuelph. Which do I like 
best? 1 love them all. Calgary has 
a unique climate'. It may snow in | 
June. The frost may come early in 
the fall. You may have a si>ot of 
summer in February and the view 
of the Rockies after a tresh snow- 
tall is something to be remember¬ 
ed. Despite all these, .perhaps be- 
g^use of them, there is a liglit- 
ncss to my step ana a lilt to my 
feet as I land in Calgary and at 
times I ha\e even wondered what 
Heaven wits fur when u man can 
liave a place like Calgary ' in 
which to live. 

Soon after 1 went west the Ter¬ 
ritory of Alberta—1 think thats 
wliat they called it then—dei-ided to 
.join the Canadian family, Edinoii- 

' hat was the first time 1 heard 
Ifip Willrid Laurier s|K-ak. He ad- 
di'essf d the crowd in English then 
tlieie were loud calls for him to 
.<pcak in French. He explained to 
the pcoplii that when he wa-s a( 
boy his fatiier had sent him to 
li\-e with a Scotch Rresbyterian 
tumily "in order that I might 
Kani to speak to my fellow citi¬ 
zens in tSieir own language. I 
wish too that he might have sent 
me lo a German family, a Swed- 
isli family, a Dutch family in or¬ 
der that I might be able to speak 
1.1 all my fellow-citizens in their 
own language.' 

Contrast. 

Once on an Eastern visit to 
Toronto some years later I went 
to hear Sir George Fo.ster speak. 
Dauiier and Foster were very dif- 
fereiit in their approach to almosi 
iili> problem. At the time Sir 
George was speaking on temper¬ 
ance. One man in the audieiu-e 
was “ginned up" lor the ix-casion. 
He kept interrupting by ealling 
(,ut; ‘Whai aVuil tiie bootlegger 
what about the—". Then clear 
aoove the laughter of the crowd 
wih one gaunt finger pointed at 
the disturber came this from Sir 
George: "Well, what about him, 
you ought to know." Laurier and 
Foster, bo^i brilliant men, were 
far as the poles asunder in their 
approach to any problem. Politics 
would be dull indeed if alt our 
statesmen followed one single pat¬ 
tern. 

Some years ago I happened tu 
be in The Pas in Northern Mani¬ 
toba in midwinter. It was a hap¬ 
py trip. At the same table wvre 
two travellers from Winnipeg and 
a woman, the wife of a trapper 
. He had a post 

Fort Churcliill. Naturally we ask¬ 
ed her If It wasn’t terribly lonely 
and if she was ever afraid. 
"Afraid of what.” she said, "my 
husband does business with the 
Indians, he bu>s furs, runs a trap 
Ifne, dMls supplies, why should I 
be afraid. I am as safe there as I 
would be on Main St. of Winnipeg, 
in fact a great deal safer. "But 
the Indian.s," we askesi. "What 
About them." "I know many of 
them, my husband knows them all. 
Ihcy are our friends. RememlxT,"' 
she said, "I was young when I 
came out to the West—-I love it. 

I have no desire lo live in cities. 
One day is enoutJh, then I get 
lonesome lor the open spaces.” 
Perhaps at times there may be 
happiness in lonesomene^. 

The Happy North 

Sunday was bitterly cold. The 
boys in the town w-ere out in 
force with their dogs. What did 
either the boys or the dogs care 
tor the cold I was standing at the 
window of the hotel watching the 
scene. It was a bright picture. Al¬ 
most directly in front of me was 
a ivagnificent lead-dog, the head 
of the dog-team.
